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A War-Ship's Electric Plant. 


But a very few people have any 
idea 
how extensive the plant, for 
electrical purposes, on board a gov­ 
ernment vessel of the modern style is. 
Below is a description given of that 
placed in the U. S. S. Olympia, just 
completed under the direction of W. 
W. 
Hanscom, electrician 
for 
the 
Union Iron Works, who is considered 
one of the brightest young experts in 
that line of business on the Pacific 
Coast. 
This interesting description 
was given to the Vallcjo Chronicle: 


The plant consists, in general, of 
four dynamos and engines, eight eler. 
trie motors, four search lights, switch 
and pressure boards and 498 i n r a n - 
, m £ nozzles, 
descent lamps of 16 and 32 candle- 
power each. 


The dynamos are of the direct cur­ 
rent, compound wound, multipolar 
marine type, manufactured by the 
General 
Electric 
Company, 
each 
having an output of 80 volts and 200 
amperes at 400 revolutions, with a 
heating limit of 50 degrees above the 
surrounding 
atmosphere after a 4 
hours'run under lull load. 
They can 
if necessary carry an overload of 30 
per cent without 
danger 
of over­ 
heating. 
The windings of the dyna­ 
mos are so proportioned as to keep a 
constant difference of potential of 80 
volts at the terminals of the machine 
whether at no load or full load, thus 
insuring a steady light under all con­ 
ditions of load. 
Each dynamo is 
directly connected to a compound, 
vertical-inverted 
cylinder ' engine, 
manufactured 
by the 
Union Iron 
Works, having a high pressure cylin­ 
der 7 inches in diameter; a low pres- 
suie cylinder 12 inches in diameter 
and a common stroke of 6 inches, 
and developing at full load 26 indi­ 
cated horse power. 


Each dynamo, engine and system 
of piping 
form one complete set> 
capable of supplying a current 
of 
263 16-candle-power lamps or their 
equivalent. 
The switch board is ol 
slate and copper, of the latest im­ 
proved design, 
arranged 
for 
four 
dynamos and eighteen circuits and 
permits incandescent 
lights, search 
lights or motors to be run singly and 
from separate machines, or of all cir 
cuits being connected to all dynamos, 
connected in multiple; making a most 
complete and flexible system in a very 
small space. 


The circuits are divided into light­ 
ing circuits for general use, battle 
circuits foi use when in action and 
motor circuits. 
Each is supplied by 
a 
separate feeder, 
and controlled 
from the main board in the dynamo 
room. 


At each side of the switch board 
is a pressure-board upon which are 
fastened volt and ampere meters, for 
indicating the difference of potential 
at the terminals of either dynamo or 
search light and the amount of cur­ 
rent being used. 


The fixtures in use throughout the 
installation comprising running lights, 
coiling rings steam-tight globes, bulk­ 
head fixtures, coal bunker lights, hand 
and deck portal.les, battle lanterns, 


magazine lanterns, desk lights, junc 
tion boxes, water tight switches and 
receptacles were all designed by the 
navy department each for its special 
duty and thoroughly inspected before 
and after installation. 


A 5-lrorse power in each turret, 
hoists ammunition from their respec­ 
tive passing- rooms 
below 
to 
the 
breeches of the 8 inch guns, and an 
8-horse power motor in each passing- 
room supplies the 5 inch guns on the 
main deck with their ammunition. 


The dynamo room is thoroughly 
ventilated by a 2 horse power motor 
drawing a continuous supply of fresh 
air from the main deck and discharg­ 
ing it into the room through deflect- 
Two and one-quarter 
horse power 
portable 
motors con­ 
nected to ventilating fans permit of 
the double bottoms, coal bunkers and 
holds being 
thoroughly 
ventilated 
when necessary. 
The 
four 
search 
lights, of the Margin type, are each 
30 inches in diameter and 
require 
100 amperes at 45 48 volts, giving a 
reflected beam of light of 100,000 
candle-power. 


The lenses in front of the projec­ 
tors are ai ranged in pairs, the inner 
ortcs being fixed to and forming the 
door of the projector, and the outer 
one sliding on a track and operated 
from the back, concentrates the rays 
into a parallel beam of great intensity 
for long distance searching or di­ 
verges them into a fan-shaped beam 
for thort distance lighting of large 
surfaces. The lamps are arranged for 
either hand or automatic feeding of 
the carbons as they are consumed. 


The broadside projectors are con­ 
trolled by electric controlling devices 
located under the forward bridge, and 
by means of these the elevation and 
depression or revolving of the pro­ 
jectors is fully under control from a 
protected point. 


Each mast is fitted at its top with 
a truck light; the upper half of which 
is red and the lower half white: each 
half is fitted with an incandescent 
lamp—all being controlled from the 
forward bridge and used for signalling. 
Electric 
night 
signalling apparatus 
composed of four double lanterns, 
one above the other, fastened to a 
stay on the main mast is operated by 
a key board on the after bridge. 


In addition to the lighting outfit 
the Olympia is fitted with a complete 
anunciator system, by means of which 
call9 can be made from 170 different 
points all over the ship. Water alarm 
floats located in each water-tight com­ 
partment notify the officer of the deck 
of any water finding its way into the 
double bottoms, by ringing an elec­ 
tric bell and indicating the point from 
which the signal has becn3ent. Ther­ 
mostats in each bunker, paint and oil 
room sound an alarm automatically 
upon an unusual rise of temperature 
in any of the compartments. 


Telephones offer a ready means of 
communication 
between the com­ 
manding officer and turrettSj passing 
rooms and central station. 


To connect the above system of 
lighting and interior communication 
required 70,000 
feet 
of insulated 
cop^jer wire.
